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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(e), which relies on Provisional Application No. 60/413,686, filed on 
September 26, 2002 and Provisional Application No. 60/467,031, filed on April 30, 2003. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements filed September 24, 2003 and February 
17, 2004 have been submitted for consideration by the Office. They have been placed 
in the application file and the information referred to therein has been considered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with a compression connector comprising a second section having a second body 
portion and a second end wall, wherein the second body portion has a second hook and 
a second ramp extending therefore to form a second main wire port, wherein the 
second body portion further comprises a third tap wire port and a fourth wire tap port 
adjacent the second end wall, wherein a second angled collapsible link is defined 
between the third wire port and the fourth wire port (Claim 1 ). This invention also deals 
with a second body portion having a third hook and a third ramp extending thereform to 
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form a third main wire port and a fourth hook and a fourth ramp extending therefrom to 
form a fourth main wire port, wherein the second body portion further has a third side 
tap wire port and a fourth side tap wire port opposite thereto, wherein a second angled 
crumple zone is defined between the third side tap wire port and the fourth side tap wire 
port (Claim 1 1 ). The above stated claim limitations, in combination with other claim 
limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record.
